It probably will follow con- 
sistently the coufse pursued in deal- 
ing with Germany and insist on 
treating first the proposition for an 
armistice, which it regards as 4@ 
purely military question, leaving to 
the final peace conference the ad- 
justment of the claims to independ- 
ent existence of the various op- 
pressed nationalities in Austria- 
Hungary. 

If that course is followed, then 
not only the remnant of the dual 
empire over which Emperor Charles 
holds eway, but the seperatict 
state of Hungary and even Bohemia 
and the Jugo-Slav sections must ac- 
cept the terms to be laid down by 
the supreme military council at 
Versailles. This, many observers 
said, probably would involve dis- 
armament, demobilization, opening 
of the Austro-Hungarian railways to 
the Entente Allies and guarantees 
in the shape of occupied fortresses 
to insure the safety of the Entente 
armies against treacherous attacks 
in the rear if they advance to strike 
Germany from the south. 

AUSTRIA SURRENDERS. 

Vienna's plea for an armistice is 
interpreted quite generally in milli- 
tary circles here as an offer to capit- 
ulate as completely as did Bulgaria. 
Military officials, both Allied and 
American, believe the complete elim- 
ination of Augria-Hungary as bel- 
ligerent would bring the world war 
within sight of an end. 

While there is doubt that it would 
be practical to attack Germany from 
the south, the best informed Entente 
officers on duty here firmly believe 
that Germany would not attempt to 
fight on with Austria out of the war. 
The greatest fear the Germans have, 
they say. is of invasion of German 
soll, and in the end, they believe, 
Germany will capitulate rather than 
face that contingency. 

Assessing the probable results of 
Austrian surrender, officers pointed 
out that it would release the Italian 
armies for operations eleewhere. Un- 
less Turkey has also dropped out of 
the fight by that time it would seem 
logical, it was sald, to expect that 
these forces would be turned at once- 
to pressing the campaign against 
Constantinople. With Turkey also 
out, the two Italian divisions now 
in France could be quickly supple- 
mented and another great army 
erected on that front to crush the 
wavering German lines. 

MAY QUIT RUSSIA. 
One result of Austrian capitula- 


tion which cannot be gauged reli- 
ably in advance: is the situation of 
the thirty or more German divisions 
in. Russia. The German General 
Staff is known to have reduced the 
German forces in Russia to what 
was regarded as the minimum ~ 
safety when the spring drive in 
France was prepared. Recently, 
however, it has been learned that 
some of the dividions left there 
had been brought hastily to the 
western line and several were hur- 
ried to the Danube front. 

Lacking Austrian help in Russia, 
the situation of the German forces 
there would appear to be perilous 
and officers say it would become 
vitally necessary that they be so 
disposed as to rest upon the Russo- 
German frontier. That would mean 
a great curtailment of Russian. ter- 
ritory they could police and com- 
plete evacuation of Russia by the 
Germans was as the log- 
ical result. 

AUSTRIA STATES POSITION.

FORMER JUSTICE URGES NA- 
TIONAL UNITY AS REPUBLIC 
Nor AS AUTOORACY. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 29. — Calling 
for national unity “after the meth- 
ods of a repubic and not an autoc- 
racy,” and deploring President WIl- 
non's assumption that only the re- 
turn to Congress of a Democratic 
— — would uphold his national 
leadership, Charles 8. Hughes de- 
clared in an address here tonight 
that by-partisan support alone 
“would save the President from the 
lesser dignity and influence of mere 
party leadership.” 

Speaking at a Republican rally 
at the Union League Club, Mr. 
Hughes declared that “no political 
party was paramount in patriotism,” 
and that Republicans had a right 
to express their political prefer- 


ces. 
Must we Republicans” he de- 
clared, “patriotically toil and give 
without seeking a voice in the na- 
tional assembly, yielding our rep- 
resentation to Democrats, not as 
more worthy or more loyal, not as 
more sacrificing or more intelligent, 


but to Democrats as such, simply be- 


cause they are Democrats?” 

After declaring the issue was tran- 
scendant, Mr. Hughes emphasized 
the need for complete victory. in 
the war, the crushing of arbitrary 
and tyrannical military power and 
the dawn of the new era of peace 
and justice. 

“Did I not think that the Repub- 
lican party would, through its rep- 
resontatives, aigjin the efficient con- 
duct of this war, and in the settle- 
ment of a righteous peace, I should 
leave the party.

BE REGULATED. 


War Industrie Board s Rules 
to be Effective Friday. 


High Heels and Pull Straps 
Hit by Government. 


Local retail shoe dealers yester- 
day received copies of the regula- 
£3] {tions of the War Industries Board 
| "ffecting the manufacture and sale 
“4 | of shoes for men, women and chil-| 
retallers call at- 
tention to the fact that so far as the 
shoe purchaser is concerned the reg- 
ulations will net begin to be felt 
until after June 1, 1919, the govern- 
ment having given dealers until that 
time to market their present stock. 
Unless the regulations are changed, 
local dealers interpreted 
mean that all shoes unsold on their 
shelves after June 1, 1919, must be 
sold thereafter at government prices, 
that is, not to exceed $12 
for men's and women’s 
shoes, and not more than $11 a pair 
for low-cut shoes, 

The regulations, which go into ef- 
affect the cutting of 
leather for shoes to be delivered to 
tho retailer next spring, and detailed 
regulations are made which include 
the elimination of 
men's lace shoes; stops the manu- 
facture of window samples, two-tone 
color effects, stops the manufacture} 
of women's satin boots: 
height of the heels of women's shoes 
to two and one-eighth inches, stops 
manufacture of patent leather boots 
for women, and

Woman in Llorens Tragedy Warned that 
She is Next Prey of Vendetta. 


Frenchman -and former civil secre-

Dr. Shiels, Back, Says Work 
_Must be Amplified. 


Americanization of Aliens to 
be Made a Feature. 


Educator Organizes Whole of 


| New York for War. 


Dr. Albert Shiels, superintendent 


of the Los Angeles city schools, re- 
[turned home last evening after «& 


three months’ stay in New York 
City, where he was directly in 


|eharge of organizing. that city into 


community councils of national de- 
fense. 

“My work in the East has only 
fntensified my conviction that the 
Americanizing policy of our schools 
must be continued,” he said. “We 
shall continue and amplify war 
work. For the school's first func- 
tion is to conserve the interests of 
the State, of which it is an instru- 
ment. Democracy is a constructive 
force, and by enforcing the prin- 
ciples of Americanism, we will at- 
tain « higher end. ; 

“We shall continue rigorously the 
policy dealing with aliens so as to 
impress them that citizenship is a 
matter of service and not a per- 
sonal advantage. The making of 
citizens is not a matter to be forced 
on persons, but a privilege, which 
one must work to gain. In a time 
when we are sacrificing so many 
American lives and so much effort 
and energy to cofreerve our own 


democracy it is important for the 


schools to remember that the potent 
factor in education is not th} mas- 
tery of information, but the uses to 
which it is to be put. And so, if 
any boy or girl looks on the pos- 
session of knowledge as so m in- 
struments for his own gain, we have 
missed our goal.“ 

In New York City it was Dr. 
Shiels’s duty to mobilize the people 
into a civilian army, ag it were, to 
further the interests of the nation, 
on the community plan. In a city 
as large as New York the entire, 
aificulty lay. he stated, In getting 
together the cosmopolitan popula- 
tion and to co-ordinate work. I» 
his three months stay Dr. Shiels 
not only prepared a scheme of or- 
ganization of the community coun- 
cils, but established, as examples, 
several homogeneous communities. 

His work consisted ly in 41 
viding New York into districts of 
— ag 15,000 persons each, ar- 
ran , as far as possible, from the 
homogeneous standpoint. Each dis- 
trict was created a community coun- 
cil of national defense, and was to% 
elect its chairman and governing 
board. Dlegibility to membership 
lay in an agreement to support the 
war and all its relative activities. 
In each community all exiating or- 
ganizations, religious, political and

The death rate at 
both places has been low this week. 
The telephone company has begun 
carrying out the health department's 
order regarding the fumigation of 
public phone booths and the disin- 
fection of transmitters each day.

Powers says the order prohibiting 
students from visiting their teachers 
to take instruction applies to all 
lines of instruction, and that instruc- 
tion can only be given where the 
teacher is able to visit the student.
